Since a special zero-tolerance police unit 
began cracking down on drug and alcohol use 
about three weeks ago, police have arrested 
more than three dozen people on alcohol or 
drug charges. 

On New Year’s Day, 21 out-of-town residents 
were arrested at the Tage Inn after police broke 
up a party with underage drinking. Prior to 
New Year’s, 19 other people, including several : 
small groups of Andover youth had been arrest- ay oo 
ed and charged with illegal alcohol or drug pos- Tae 5 | 
session. 

“If you're caught with this stuff, you’re going 
to pay the price. That means going to court, get- 
ting a record,” says Andover Detective Jim 
Haggerty. “That's the biggest thing. There’s 
been rumors that cops give breaks or only the 
boys get arrested. If you're caught smoking a

He hopes to be a Survivor 


If you were stranded on a 
remote island, who would you 
want to have with you? Perhaps a 
doctor trained in infectious dis- 
eases. Perhaps someone who 
could build anything out of bam- 
boo would be helpful. Perhaps 
someone who has traveled the 
world and knows what kinds of 
bugs are safe to eat and how to 
make fire without matches would 
be useful. 

What if all these qualities 
belonged to one person? Dr. 
Manuel Tsing Lowenhaupt is 
counting on that unique combi- 
nation of talents to win him a 
spot on WBZ's Survivor televi- 
sion show. 

Lowenhaupt, 44, who moved to 
Andover two years ago with his 
wife, Patti, and daughter, Aria, is 
one of 50 finalists from New Eng- 
land to be chosen to audition for 
the show, which is described as a 
cross between Lord of the Flies 
and Gilligan’s Island. 

Of the 6,000 applicants, 16 will 


be sent to Palau Tiga island off 
the Coast of Borneo in the South 
China Sea in March. 

Lowenhaupt is scheduled for 
the semi-finalist round of inter- 
views Jan. 14 and 15 in Danvers. 
Of the 800 semi-finalist inter- 
views taking place around the 
country, 50 candidates will be 
flown to Los Angeles, where 16 
will be chosen for the show and 
sent to the island in less than two 
months. 

The 16 participants will be left 
on their own to find food and 
shelter. They will be filmed 24 
hours a day, seven days a week. 
The footage will be compiled into 
13. one-hour episodes. Each 
episode will conclude with a vote 
of participants to exclude one 
member. When only two of the 
participants are left, one will be 
chosen by a committee of the 
most recently expelled members. 
The winner will take home $1 
million.

Lowenhaupt believes he can do more than 
survive. 

“Tm planning on winning,” he says. 

He’s hoping his expertise in “influence 
without authority” communication _ tech- 
niques will help in the arena of island poli- 
tics. They are the same skills that spared his 
life from a mugger in Amsterdam. By the 
time Lowenhaupt was done talking with him, 
the would-be mugger didn’t even take money, 
the doctor says. 

He has led expeditions that escaped from 
ice storms. 

“T also drive on Route 93 occasionally,” he 
says of his dangerous pursuits. 

His wife agrees that survival won’t be a 
problem for Lowenhaupt. 

“Everything about (the show) has him 
written all over it. There is no doubt in my 
mind he would survive,” she says. 

His wife not only supports the endeavor, 
but suggested he apply. His parents, he says, 
find it amusing, while his older sister, an 
anthropologist who once lived in a mud hut 
in Borneo for two years, thinks he’s going on 
a luxury vacation, Lowenhaupt says.

study medicine at Harvard Medical 
School. 

He has worked as a consultant for 
the U.S. Army medical command in 
developing “telemedicine,” a system 
in which doctors can advise people 
remotely how to perform emergency 
medical procedures. 

While stationed at Fort Sam Hous- 
ton in San Antonio, Texas, he fell in 
love at first sight with a Hummer. He 
now owns one for off-road driving 
and every-day transportation. 

After practicing medicine for 10 
years, he took his current position 
with Deloitte Consulting of Boston, 
where he advises health-care compa- 
nies, hospitals and foreign ministries 
of health about how to run their sys- 
tems. 

It can be stressful trying to make a 
hospital improve its performance by 
$250 million, he says, so surviving on 
a deserted island should be a bit of a 
vacation. 

But he isn’t expecting too much 
fun. His only personal concern is try- 
ing to take two months off work. He 
is also concerned that people on the 
island could get hurt. 

“Tm expecting sunburn and diar- 
rhea for most of this party,” he says. 
“And there’s the insect issue,” he 
says. 

Lowenhaupt says he has only 
eaten insects by accident, but knows 
when not to sleep on the floor, 


He’ll eat anything 

In addition to his medical training 
and adventurous spirit, his qualifica- 
tions for this challenge include a 
rather indiscriminate palate. 

“Tl eat anything,” he says, a prac- 
tice which has put his life in danger 
but one that he continues to observe. 

He once ate food from a street ven- 
dor in China and simultaneously 
contracted Salmonella and Shigella.

He was then placed in a Chinese hos- 
pital on a ward with students who 
were infected with Hepatitis. 

He emerged unscathed and lived 
to tell about the times he has eaten 
jellyfish, sea cucumber and reindeer 
without incident. 


Master builder 

While his wife says he scared his 
sixth-grade science teacher by build- 
ing a television set out of random 
appliance parts, he also notes a histo- 
ry of hyperactivity. 

“T have a terrible habit of climbing 
everything,” he says. One of his cur- 
rent hobbies is solo ice climbing, 
which does not involve the use of 
ropes. 

“It's something normal people 
don’t think is smart,” Lowenhaupt 
says. 

While Lowenhaupt has been a 
woodworker for many years and has 
built several sturdy and attractive 
pieces of furniture for himself and 
his family, he says he is counting on 
a decent crop of bamboo to be grow- 
ing on the island. 

“Bamboo is the key to my con- 
struction happiness,” Lowenhaupt 
says. 

When the Survivor application 
asked ‘If you were a character on 
Gilligan’s Island, who would you be?’ 
Lowenhaupt says he answered “the 
Professor,” of course.

Andover wants to make sure its 
residents accurately and timely 
return their Year 2000 federal census 
forms. 

The U.S. census is only done every 
10 years, and these forms are used to 
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determine the level of representation 
and funds Andover and the Merri- 
mack Valley receive from other gov- 
ernmental units during the next 
decade, said Town Clerk Randy Han- 
son. 

She said census forms were to be 
mailed to residents this week, to be 
completed and returned as soon as 
possible. Special census boxes will be 
available throughout the town and 
are listed on the census form. 

Because the census is conducted 
only once every 10 years, Selectman 
Brian Major asked if expected chil- 
dren should be included in the sur- 
vey.

Local activists fighting the construc- 
tion of a gas-fired power plant in Dra- 
cut say they have no choice now but to 
take legal action against the develop- 
ers. 

Dracut residents have filed an 
appeal in Middlesex Superior Court of 
the Dracut selectmen’s unanimous 
approval of the proposed Nickel Hill 
Energy project, slated for the Brox 
property, across the river from 
Andover. 

While only Dracut residents have 
standing to appeal that decision, Laura 
Jordan, of the Andover-based Merri- 
mack Valley Residents for the Environ- 
ment, says activists have exhausted 
every other channel of contribution. 

“We’re sadly coming to the conclu- 
sion that the only thing the company 
and state will respond to is legal action. 
And if this is the only way to get our 
health and safety concerns addressed, 
then this is the avenue we’ll take,” she 
says.

announced the purchase of so-called 
“emissions offset credits” from the 
Ogden Martin plant in Haverhill. 

The federal Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency requires any new power 
plants to reduce the overall amount of 
pollution by paying another plant to 
reduce its emissions. 

As part of the proposed power 
plant’s air quality permit, it is required 
to buy emission credits for Nitrogen 
Oxides (NOx), and Volatile Organic 
Compounds (VOC) from existing 
sources that equal 1.26 pound for every 
pound of potential emissions. 

This requirement forces the develop- 
er to buy 26 percent more emissions 
than the plant would create. The addi- 
tional 26 percent will not be created by 
the new plant, but is meant to con- 
tribute to the reduction of emissions in 
the area. 

Nickel  Hill’s special _ permit 
approved by Dracut selectmen requires 
the company to make its best effort to 
buy emissions credits within the Mer- 
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Power plant politics now heading to court 


rimack Valley to help reduce the 
amount of local pollution. 

Nickel Hill purchased 158 tons of its 
emissions credits from the Ogden Mar- 
tin incinerator in Haverhill which is 
now closed. Nickel Hill has 39 tons of 
emissions left to purchase. 

According to Nickel Hill project 
developer Tom Favinger, the Haverhill 
incinerator closed down as part of a 
deal with the Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency, which allows a plant to 
sell its emissions credits in exchange 
for closure. 

While the plant is no longer creating 
emissions, its credit for emissions with 
the EPA would be made available to 
someone, Favinger says. 

“We knew if we didn’t get them, 
someone else would,” he says. 

Kevin O’Reilly, spokesman for Nick- 
el Hill, says one reason the company 
bought credits from Odgen Martin was 
that it represented a large part of the 
emission credits available in the area. 

“The advantage was that it was a 
major source identified,” O’Reilly says. 


Raytheon lands $79- 


million Navy contract 


U.S. Senators Edward Kennedy 
and John Kerry, along with Con- 
gressman Martin Meehan, 
announced Tuesday that the U.S. 
Navy chose Raytheon Systems for a 
$79-million contract to assemble com- 
ponents for the AEGIS Weapon Sys- 
tem, a radar and missile guidance 
system. The work under the contract 
will be performed at Raytheon’s 
Andover and Sudbury facilities, and 
is expected to run through February, 
2003. 

All three politicians praised the 
contract award. “Once again, the 
working men and women of 
Raytheon will provide our armed ser- 
vices with cutting-edge technology,” 
Meehan said. 

Both Kennedy and Kerry stressed 
the economic benefits brought to the 
region by the contract. 

It will also, Kerry said, help make 
the nation safer, “and our defense 
systems the very best in the world.”

lo. “DARE obviously has come under a lot of 
fire recently, not just locally but nationally. Is 
it working? 

“My feeling is, if it helps one kid or 10 kids, 
then it’s a positive program,” he says. 

At the school department’s request, 
Andover’s four-year-old DARE program tar- 
gets the sixth grade, meaning that those stu- 
dents first exposed to the program are only 
high-school freshman this year. Pattullo notes 
that this makes it difficult to judge how well 
the program is working. 

“There’s no way DARE is going to be the 
end-all for drug problems,” says Cee Cee 
Blais, DARE officer. “If it’s not combined with 
a lot of other things like guidance from home 
and guidance from other adults (it won't 


Detective Jim Haggerty, one of 
two officers assigned to a special 
zero-tolerance unit geared to stopping drug 
sale and use in town, says police have seen 
more positive interaction with Andover kids 
in recent years. Though he didn’t specifically 
mention the DARE program, he believes the 


reason may be because youth have more, 


interaction with police now. 

“We're starting to get more cooperation 
from the kids who care about the Andover 
schools, who take pride in going there. You 
saw (that same attitude) with the swastika 
incident,” says Haggerty. “Having that is a big 
help and we're seeing that more than ever 
before. 

“Kids don’t want to rat on other kids. But 
they don’t want to go to a school that’s infest- 
ed with drugs,” he says.

“We're going to be around, and 
I just hope the kids make the right 
decisions so they don’t have to 
come in contact with me for the 
wrong reasons,” says Haggerty.

The problem 

While Haggerty is one of the 
main officers delivering the zero- 
policy punch, he questions those 
who say drug and alcohol use is 
greater than it has been in the 
past. 

“If you have 1,400 kids up at a 
school, absolutely there’s going to 
be drugs. But are they the magni- 
tude that some people are saying? 
I won’t believe it until I see it,” 
says Haggerty. “But there are~- 
drugs in Andover, 
absolutely. There is 
heroin and Ecstasy. 
Whether drug use is 
of the magnitude 
some people are say- 
ing remains to be 
seen.” 

Youth services 
director Bill Fahey 
says he’s heard some 
talk that drug or alco- 
hol use at Andover 
High may be “up,” but 
says that type of thing 
is difficult to measure. 

When the issue

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Selectmen take sticker stock

Selectmen have unanimously elected to 
extend the downtown sticker parking pro- 
gram until 2002. Now the only question is, 
how many new workers will be allowed to 
join. 

The goal of the “temporary” sticker park- 
ing program, started in 1992, is to provide 
more spaces for shoppers near businesses by 
guaranteeing spaces elsewhere to employ- 
ees. 

The sticker program currently allows 51 
employees to park in designated spaces in 
the Park Street and Olde Andover Village 
parking lots. But, with 36 people on the wait- 
ing list, selectmen say it’s time to consider 
providing more spaces for the program. 

“Mostly, the same people have had spaces

Stapczynski says the town was “prepared 
for the worst Friday,” in case anything did 
go wrong.

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Youth can’t 
pass the buck 


The adolescent population of Andover 
and their parents probably didn’t need 
this week’s front-page story to tell them 
that teens have been arrested in increas- 
ing numbers in recent weeks. 

Such “crackdowns” tend to produce 
predictable debate about how those who 
are nearly adults should be treated. 

The police correctly argue that to toler- 
ate illegal behavior, like drinking and 
drug use, only encourages more of it. 

There is always a segment of the popu- 
lation for whom exhortations and posters 
like “This is your brain on drugs” simply 
don’t work. For them, why shouldn’t the 
police take more punitive measures? 

But then, teens and their advocates are

correct when they observe that some of| F . , 


those making the arrests probably did a 
few wild things when they were teens as 
well. 

Indeed, good law enforcement should 
be careful with “zero-tolerance,” since 
such policies tend to eliminate both judg- 
ment and discretion. Besides enforcing 
the law, police should try to build rela- 
tionships, and help young people decide 
on their own to make healthy decisions. 

Just as predictably, however, when 
this issue arises, come complaints about 
the lack of a youth center in Andover. 
Invariably, those like a young letter 
writer this week, blame adolescent mis- 
behavior on that lack. The kids have 
nowhere to go, they say, and are there- 
fore “forced” to commit illegal acts. 

Right on the first count, dead wrong on 
the second. 

Of course Andover should have a 
youth center. The young people deserve 
it, and the town can afford it. 

However, it is sheer fantasy to pretend 
that a youth center is some kind of magic 
pill that will eliminate illicit drug and 
alcohol use by local teens. And it is 
ridiculous to try to pass the blame for 
that behavior off on the town for not 
building a center. Kids who want to do 
that don’t really want a youth center any- 
way. 

Nobody forces kids to do those things. 
Any teen who makes even a minimal 
effort can find lots of constructive things 
to do and lots of places to go. Being idle 
enough to want to simply “hang out” is a 
choice. Spending that idle time on drink- 
ing and drugs is another choice, just as 
surely as deciding to burn a swastika into 
the grass of a playing field was a choice. 

Teens, like anyone else, understand- 
ably want respect. But they have to earn 
it, just like anyone else. And passing the 
buck won’t do it.

Through the Y2K looking glass, darkly 


So here we go. The crystal ball is 
clearing, and the events of 2000 are 
now before us. Hang on: 

January: The Downtown 
Andover Neighborhood Association 
moves to create a new Historic Dis- 
trict in the downtown, figuring that 
will give them the kind of control 
they need over sidewalks, signs, 
lights, crosswalks, trash barrels, 
“traffic-calming” techniques, build- 
ing height, bike paths and the retail 
mix, not to mention those infernal 
commercial events like Biza... uh, 
Bazaar Days. 

But the plan runs into a few 
snags, when residents of Chestnut 
and Bartlet streets say they don’t 
want to be part of it. The “Say No to 
History” movement snowballs, gath- 
ering enough merchants to elimi- 
nate all of Main Street as well.

“Blaze is great,” says officer 
Edward Higgenbottom, “and we 
don’t want him to feel that he’s 
being replaced. But, frankly, he’s 
just too big for some of the jobs we 
need to do. Everything is headed 
toward miniaturization, and we 
need to keep up with that trend. 

While Flame can’t rip off sus- 
pects’ forearms, she reportedly can 
scratch their eyes out. 

March: The Chamber of Com- 
merce announces that it plans to 
build a youth center, on one of the 
few vacant parcels of land left in the 
Routes 495 and 93 area. 

“We're tired of all this emphasis 
on sports and recreation,” says 
Chamber President Steve Stapinski. 
“We want our kids to be prepared 
for the real world. And we want 
them to be able to afford a home in 
Andover. So this will be a center 
dedicated to networking with the 
corporate world after school. 

“What’s more important? To be 
able to do some kind of stupid trick 
on a half-pipe or make your first mil- 
lion before you’re 21?” 

April: Angry parents descend on

Editor, Townsman: 

I write this letter to supplement the 
position taken by Rabbi Goldstein (“Atone- 
ment, not vengeance,” Townsman, Dec. 
23). 

I am troubled by the community atti- 
tudes that seek untoward and unfair pun- 
ishment for the perpetrators of the swasti- 
ka burning on the high school property. 
The act is offensive and detestable. The 
swastika was and remains a symbol of 
oppression not only to Jews but to gypsies, 
homosexuals, Communists, the mentally 
retarded, Catholics and other groups that 
were seen by the Nazi party to be appropri- 
ate victims of persecution. 

To arrive at a just conclusion as to the 
appropriate punishment, however, we 
should analyze the acts of the perpetrators 
to determine whether their actions are a 
result of hatred or of stupidity. 

From all public information, I conclude 
that the perpetrators acted out of stupidity. 
No one has come forward to claim himself 
or herself as the victim of anti-semitic 
remarks or acts by any perpetrator. No 
conduct on the playing fields or in the 
classrooms by the perpetrators reveal any 
hostility toward teammates, opposing 
players, or fellow classmates on grounds of 
race, religion or ethnicity. 

In short, the perpetrators’ acts appear 
as an isolated aberration. This is not a 
crime of race or religious hatred. 

Several persons claim that the perpetra- 
tors could not possibly have been ignorant 
of the symbol of the swastika. Let us 
assume that they are correct. If so, the 
transgressors who utilized such an oppres- 
sive symbol must be reeducated. Others 
claim that the perpetrators are ignorant of 
the true meaning of the symbol. If so, the 
transgressors must be educated. Either 
way, education and/or reeducation is the 
key to tolerance. 

How should the perpetrators of this 
offense therefore be appropriately pun- 
ished? As a Jew, a concerned citizen of 
Andover, a believer in strong education, a 
six-year member of Andover High School's 
Parent Advisory Council (and its former 
president), a part-time teacher of law for 
more than 20 years, an annual lecturer on 
constitutional rights at Andover High 
School and a long-time criminal defense 
attorney, I feel qualified to make this sug- 
gestion as to a punishment reflecting the 
conscience of the community. 

My proposal in this instance is as fol- 
lows: Each perpetrator should be sen- 
tenced to 200 hours of community service. 
A portion of that community service 
should be performed on at least two Satur- 
days and two Sundays of every month. In 
the event that these perpetrators are 
required to perform athletic events, they 
will have to fine-tune their schedule so as 
to make certain that they fulfill their com- 
munity service obligation.

premises, the cleaning of the toilets, assist- 
ing the infirm and unable to walk, wheel- 
ing those who need a wheelchair to their 
destination, feeding those unable to feed 
themselves, reading to those unable to see 
well enough to read, and speaking with 
them. Interaction with the infirm will 
encompass Jew, Catholic, Protestant, 
Asian, black, and other groups. Interaction 
between old and young often helps to edu- 
cate the young as to matters beyond their 
ken. 


In short, community service of this 
kind will expose these perpetrators to a 
diverse group of people and widen their 
levels of toleration and tolerance. At the 
end of 100 hours, these young men should 
be forced to write a letter to the court indi- 
cating what they have learned through 
one-half of their obligatory experiences. In 
addition, these men should be required to 
attend the Holocaust memorial in down- 
town Boston, and to spend at least one day 
walking through the Holocaust Museum 
in Washington, D.C., to absorb the lessons 
of history. Of course, Rabbi Goldstein’s 
suggestion that the wrongdoers meet and 
speak with Holocaust survivors I wholly 
endorse. 

My suggested sentence involves mercy 
and forgiveness, because it eschews the 
more punitive, incarcerative dispositions 
and instead seeks to better the young men 
and cause them to attain a form of rehabil- 
itation. 

The lighted candles at Old Town Hall 
symbolize brightness and knowledge to 
drive away the darkness of ignorance. The 
obligation of a society when confronted 
with such an act as the swastika burning 
is to banish ignorance and instill knowl- 
edge, in the hopes that those who are 
presently ignorant will turn to that knowl- 
edge to learn. 

Society can do more to meet this igno- 
rance. Parents at home should constantly 
discuss racial, religious and cultural 
issues that appear in the newspapers and 
on television. In addition, they should 
encourage their young adults to read 
books that explore the difficulties that var- 
ious persons have encountered because of 
discriminatory practices. These could 
include American history books, as well as 
great works of literature such as Native 
Son by Richard Wright, The Diary of Anne 
Frank, Gentlemen's Agreement by Laura 
Hobson, The Garden of The Finzi Continis 
by Georgio Bassani, Victor Klemperer’s 
diaries, Elie Weisel’s Night, A Chain of 
Voices by Andre Brink. Movies that 
explore these themes could also be shown 
at home with parents in attendance: 
Schindler’s List, Judgment at Nuremburg 
and To Kill A Mockingbird are but three 
that could help young adults learn the 
need for tolerance. Various web sites on 
the Internet provide unlimited access to 
anti-discrimination data.

I now turn to the hasty, ill-advised deci- 
sion of school administrators to exclude 
these young men from the athletic fields. 
Let us not forget that Hitler, falsely believ- 
ing the superiority of the German athlete, 
permitted Jesse Owens to attend the 
Olympics in his belief that the black was 
considered inferior. His beliefs were deci- 
mated by the magnificent demonstration 
of Mr. Owens. To remove these athletes 
from their playing fields is to destroy per- 
haps the one avenue of self-esteem that 
they possess. 

History teaches us what happens when 
you denigrate or destroy the self-esteem of 
a human being. He becomes embittered 
and very often racist. In short, the punish- 
ment that the school has meted out to the 
young men ironically sets them up to 
become anti-semitic later in life, casting 
blame for the position in which they find 
themselves, rightly or wrongly, upon 
Jews who will now become the object of 
their hatred. All of that can be obviated by 
my suggested punishment, coupled with 
the school’s more conventional discipline. 

The school’s attitude towards the stu- 
dents should emulate and embody toler- 
ance and toleration. The educational sys- 
tem is not without blame. If it were more 
instructive to the students in how to apply 
the lessons of history to the present, the 
students might have learned why the 
swastika is such an evil symbol and under- 
stood that it should never be a symbol of 
choice to burn on a lawn. As George San- 
tayana said, “Those who cannot remem- 
ber the past are condemned to repeat it.” 
How much more certain is the repetition 
of the past when those who perform it 
have never even learned of the past. 

Each student, I am informed, has never 
had an opportunity to explain his action 
and his intent to school administrators. 
Minimal due process requires that a per- 
son receives notice (of hearing) and an 
opportunity to be heard. I have heard of no 
such occurrence. Accordingly, I suggest 
that the school to reexamine its punish- 
ment and its motives for imposing such 
cruelty, perhaps preventing these athletes 
from attaining further education at a col- 
lege, the place most likely for them to learn 
the conditions of tolerance. If a school does 
not demonstrate mercy and forgiveness, 
where are students to learn it? 

My recommended sentence promotes 
toleration, but nevertheless allows the stu- 
dents to retain dignity. It imposes con- 
structive punishment. It hearkens to the 
forgiveness set forth in the Old Testament 
when the Lord spared the citizens of the 
city of Nineveh because they repented, 
and is mindful of Christ’s prayer to God: 
“Father, forgive them; for they know not 
what they do.” I urge this community to 
forgive these students, not to relieve these 
students of an appropriate and just pun- 
ishment for their wrong, but to cause 
them to receive instruction so that they 
may go on to become persons better 
equipped to live in a diverse, multi-cultur- 
al society.

Police ‘ruining’ 
life for local teens 


Editor, Townsman: 

Each week the Andover Townsman 
sets aside a portion of its weekly issue 
for the Police Log. Along with the date, 
time and a brief overview of each 
Offense, they publish the name, 
address and age of each arrested per- 
son. This section of the paper has 
become very popular among Andover 
High School students, but for all the 
wrong reasons. 

It has become very obvious that 
Andover teens are being arrested on a 
regular basis. It appears that emphasis 
has been entirely placed on spoiling 
the best times of our adolescent lives.

However, those 
in their generation weren't being 
arrested in outrageous numbers. No, 
they were left alone. Maybe these 
responsible people who are here to 
“serve and protect” should have prac- 
ticed what they preach. 

The fact is that we live in a town 
where people younger than 18 account 
for well over half of the entries in the 
Police Log. As we all know, the 
Andover police have several expend- 
able devices that they use in their job. 
These include night-vision goggles, 
mountain bikes and a German Shep- 
herd. Although these things are a nice 
luxury, they are really unnecessary. It 
doesn’t take night-vision goggles to 
arrest a couple of teens in a parking 
lot. 

The Town of Andover needs to 
spend its money in a much more bene- 
ficial way. Money spent a little more 
wisely, along with a little more toler- 
ance by the Police Department, could 
go a long way in this town. We need to 
make better decisions in this town on 
how to spend our money. Instead of 
spending it on unnecessary toys for 
the Andover Police Department, why 
not spend it on a youth center, or 
somewhere to attract kids. Whenever 
there is an event set up by the school, 
the turnout is incredible. More impor- 
tantly, when kids are attending these 
events, they don’t have to congregate 
in parking lots. 

Even though my Andover High 
School career is coming to an end, | 
would like nothing more than to see 
future generations in this town be 
privileged enough to have a place to 
go. What we don't realize is that if the 
youths in this town continue to be 
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ignored, this town will receive a 
bad reputation, and future gener- 
ations will not choose to live 
here. 

Myself and the rest of the Class 
of ’00 at Andover High cannot wait 
to move on with our lives and, 
more importantly, move out of 
Andover. That’s not a good sign, is 
it?

Andover High School students responded this week 
to a recent act of vandalism that carried undertones of | 
a hate crime by asking for help in educating the com- |

School Committee members Tuesday praised stu- | 
dents for their efforts, and declared support for stu- | 
dent plans to hold public discussions about tolerance | 
and diversity. | 

Five Andover High School students were arrested 
in December for burning a swastika into a field at the | 
school just before Thanksgiving. The students were 
suspended for three days and have been banned from | 
extra-curricular activities for the rest of the year. 

While many parents, teachers, students and school | 
staff say they believe the incident was one of igno-| 
rance rather than hate, students say the issue should | 
be taken seriously. 

More than 200 people attended a vigil Dec. 23 in| 
front of Old Town Hall, organized by Rabbi Robert 
Goldstein of Temple Emanuel, to express support for 
values of respect and diversity.

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Of the students who were arrested in the 
swastika incident, two of them were 17, two 
were 16 and one was 15. 

Committee member Dick Collins encour- 
aged the students’ efforts, and praised one stu- 
dent for his aim to “not attempt to deal with 
hatred with more hatred. Let’s not be guilty of 
the same thing,” he said. 

Collins also told of a high school sopho- 
more he once taught 10 years ago who came to 
class with a swastika painted on his arm, 
claiming that he didn’t know its connotations. 

“I threw that kid out on his head,” Collins 
said. 

Committee member Skip Eccles said dis- 
cussions about a student body’s sense of com- 
munity, spurred by the shootings last year at 
the Columbine High School in Littleton, Colo.. 
should not be abandoned. 

He said that a homeroom period, which 
was removed with the inception of the cur- 
rent high school block schedule, is one way 
for teachers to address social issues during 
the school day. 

“We really do miss those 15 minutes a day 
with one teacher,” he said. 

Fontanella added that he felt the absence of 
a homeroom period in the high school’s block 
schedule led to less school spirit, because 
some teachers make a point to discuss school 
and community events, and others do not. 

However, McCarron said he doesn’t think a 
designated homeroom time will guarantee 
discussion of social issues or connections 
between teachers and students. 

“Tl eat hat if that happens in anything 
called a homeroom,” he said, adding that such 
discussions should occur during regular class 
times.

Not completely satisfied with any of the three 
town-owned places Andover could put a new, 
expanded town yard, selectmen are hoping to cre- 
ate new options. 

They've asked Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski 
to search for industrial land the town can buy for a 
new base of operations for the town’s plant and 
facilities and public works departments. 

The current town yard — where the town stores, 
among other things, the trucks, sand and salt it 
needs for road maintenance is at the bottom of 
Lewis Street, and visible from the Andover MBTA 
station. 

Architect Herbert Zeller noted that some work- 
ers there use a partially condemned building, and 
that the highway facility has uncontrolled salt and 
sand mixing.

Plant and facilities director Joe Piantedosi has 
presented selectmen with a request for a new com- 
plex with a total of 50,000 square feet of building 
space. 

More than half of this would be garage space, 
meant to increase the life of the town’s vehicles. 

“Right now, their garage and storage facility is 
bursting at the seams,” says Zeller. “You have to 
give the staff some credit for creativity. They are 
putting little dog houses and additions onto the 
facilities.” 

Zeller also says the existing facility does not 
have provisions for women or the handicapped.

“We've got a tough facility here. The guys are 
living with it and working with it,” says Zeller.

would require six to eight acres of space. The cur- 
rent town yard is only 3.3 acres, so the town would 
need to acquire more land there. 

Another potential site is by the West Fire Sta- 
tion. This site is only five acres, but Zeller says if 
the town closed Ledge Road, it could use some of 
the recently capped landfill space and “pick up 
three acres easily.” 

A final site is school-controlled land off 125 that 
Zeller suggests could be best accessed if the town 
purchase a strip of land from either the Andover 
School of Montessori or a resident who lives next to 
the school on Route 28. 

If Andover were to move some wetland on this 
school-controlled site, Zeller says it could have 
eight to 10 acres there. 

But Zeller notes that each of the proposed areas 
has problems.

125 and Salem Street. Arias appar- 
ently pulled into the station to 
make a phone call around 3 a.m. 

John Cote, a co-operator of the 
gas station, said state police told 
him that when Arias pulled into 
the front of the station, a state 
trooper broke a window at the 
back of the station and climbed 
inside. 

“(Arias’) car was parked right 
here by the air pump. He was 
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going to make a phone call,” said 
Cote. “The sniper had a clear shot 
to get him then, but he didn’t do it. 
The state police had the gun point- 
ed at him.” 

When Arias tried to leave the 
station, state police cruisers 
blocked his car. 

This led to a standoff that closed 
a section of Route 125 from Route 
28 to Gould Road until nearly 11 
a.m., when hostage negotiators 
convinced Arias to drop his gun 
and let the two women go. 

Police used the Getty gas sta- 
tion as their command headquar- 
ters until about 9 am. This

“We came at 6 am., and 
everything was blocked off. 
They trapped the guy right 
here, about 40 yards away,” 
said Escribano, as he pumped 
gas shortly after his station 
was reopened Friday morn- 
ing. 

“They gave him some food 
and water. The guy was talk- 
ing on the phone back and 
forth with police,” said Escrib- 
ano. “Basically, they were 
waiting for him. They gave 
him a list — a list of his 
options I guess. He smoked a 
cigarette and then gave up.” 

The deal that lead to Arias’ 
arrest was formulated by a 
hostage negotiation team 
including crisis negotiator 
Sgt. Stephen Pugsley of Mass- 
achusetts State Police and 
Andover Lt. James Hashem, 
who provided technical sup- 
port. 

Arias demanded a guaran- 
tee that he serve no more than 
10 years in prison, and that he 
be imprisoned in his native 
Dominican Republic. He also 
demanded that custody of his 
two children be given to his 
mother. 

A deal granting Arias his 
wishes was drawn up and 
signed by fictitious judge 
Michael Sherman.

ment with a cigarette. 

When Arias asked to speak 
with an attorney about the 
deal, Essex County District 
Attorney Kevin Burke told 
him the deal “held the author- 
ity of the judge who signed it.” 

“It’s a ruse,” Burke said 
later at a press conference. 

Such tactics are employed 
in hostage situations, Burke 
said, but added that he was 
careful not to lie to Arias in 
answering his questions. 

“Ultimately it was the 
hours spent by the negotiating 
team that made him give in,” 
Burke said. 

Hashem said police allowed 
“scheduled breaks” to allow 
things to cool down during the 
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tense negotiations. 

“He didn’t want to die is 
what it came down to. It was a 
matter of securing his confi- 
dence and letting him know 
he wouldn’t be hurt, and at the 
same time we didn’t want any- 
one else hurt,” said Hashem. 
“It took a while to convince 
him. He made some demands 
that we had to fulfill. He was- 
n't going to give up (at first), 
but it was a matter of letting 
him know that was the best 
way to go.” 

Among the demands were 
requests for food and water 
because, “obviously, it was 
kind of uncomfortable in the 
car.

BRIDGING THE GAP 

Fixed bridges usually replace one or two missing teeth, 
and are preferred for their natural look and feel.

If three or 
more teeth are to be replaced, the abutments must have 
long and strong roots. Long-span bridges sometimes 
require double abutments at one or both ends to bear the 
load, particularly when the abutment teeth are short.

Doing good environmental business 


It is generally no great sur- 
prise when _ environmental 
and business interests collide. 
What is a bit more unusual is 
when a business finds a prof- 
itable niche by improving and 
salvaging environmental 
trouble spots. 

And that has been the case 
for an Andover man for the 
past decade. Eli Levine, a 
partner in a_ Boston-based 
company called Brownfields 
Recovery Corp., is interested, 
just like everybody else, in 
making a living. But he says 
he also “wanted to do some- 
thing good for the environ- 
ment, and good for cities and 
towns as well.” 

And a combination of his 
science, engineering and real 
estate background, along with 
some changes in environmen- 
tal law during the past 
decade, have made that possi- 
ble. 

Brownfields Recovery buys 
polluted properties, cleans 
them up and returns them to 
productive use — frequently 
for industrial or commercial 
purposes. In many cases, they 
are not clean enough for residential 
or school use, but they can be safely 
used for business. 

One such property is in Andover, 
at 44 Lowell Junction Road, site of the 
former Vatco operation, which made 
foam used for car seats. 

That property was cleaned and had 
been leased to a pallet-manufacturing 
company called DuraSkid, “but they 
ran into some problems with their 
Canadian partners, and went out of 
business. So the property is available 
for lease again,” Levine says. 

Actually, all the expertise in the 
world wouldn’t have made things like 
this feasible, had it not been for the 
changes in state law governing the 
cleanup of polluted properties. 

Until 1993, land that was seriously 
polluted wasn’t worth cleaning up, in 
many cases, because the cost of the 
cleanup would be far greater than the 
value of the land itself. Such proper- 
ties were labeled as having “negative 
value.” 

That is still true, in some cases, 
Levine says. “But there were three 
major things that changed (in the 
law). First, the state privatized the 
assessment and cleanup of these 
properties. Prior to that, everything 
that was done had to be approved by 
the DEP (state Department of Envi- 
ronmental Protection). That was a 
very cumbersome process, so essen- 
tially not much was getting done. 

“Now, the state licenses people to

do that, called licensed site profes- 
sionals (LSP). It’s analogous to being 
an architect. The state doesn’t design 
every bridge it builds, but it does 
license people to do it. And we have 
an LSP on our staff.” 

The second thing the state did was 
limit the liability on cleaning up 
properties. While it is still true that 
whoever owns the land owns the 
problem, and “we have been paid in 
some cases to take property, it does 
help to have defined end points of lia- 
bility,” Levine says. 

Third is the allowance of what is 
called a “risk-based cleanup,” which 
means the property only has to be 
cleaned to the point where it is safe 
for the intended future use. “Not 
everything has to be cleaned to resi- 
dential standards,” Levine says. 

Along with that have come 
advances in technology that Levine 
SayS progresses about as fast as 
advances in the computer industry. 
“This field is changing all the time,” 
he says. “People are developing (mol- 
ecular) bugs that will eat this stuff 
(pollution),” which then makes it eas- 
ier and more effective to remove toxic 
chemicals. 

Still, in many cases, Levine says 
the only way to “clean” a site is to 
remove a lot of the polluted earth, 
and then bring in clean fill. 

Levine says Brownfields has done 
nine projects so far, and currently 
holds a real estate portfolio worth 
$100 million. The company employs

12 people, and is looking to expand 
beyond Massachusetts, with the help 
of a new, high-profile executive vice 
president, former federal EPA region- 
al administrator John DeVillars. 

“His role will be to help us find and 
close deals,” Levine says, “and also to 
find innovative environmental tech- 
nologies. 

One of the companies goals, he 
says, is to do more work in urban 
areas such as Boston, Lynn, Lowell 
and Lawrence, which he hopes will 
help bring jobs to those areas. 

“We did one project in East Hamp- 
ton,” he says, “out in western Massa- 
chusetts where the economy is really 
terrible and unemployment is quite 
high. We bought a contaminated mill 
building, cleaned it up and have 
leased it to the Salvation Army. 
They're using it as a center to sort 
things, so it’s bringing jobs to the 
region. 

Closer to home, Brownfields is 
close to completing the rehabilitation 
of the old Borden Plastic site in North 
Andover, across from the Butcher 
Boy Plaza. Levine says it will be a 
multi-tenant, high-tech warehouse 
building. “This was a typical 30-year- 
old, functionally obsolete and conta- 
minated building,” he says, “and we 
hope that by bringing it back, we can 
increase the local tax base. 

“The risks in this business can be 
great,” he says, “but the rewards can 
be great as well.”
